Mr. Manico Pereira has just 
left Shanghal in disgust after an 
unbroken stay of 61 years. The 
new rulers of the lown made his 
life so unbearable that retire- 
ment there, on which he had 
planned, is now out of the ques- 
tion, 

In Flong Kong to spend Christ- 
mas with his son, he intends to 
retire In Macao, where he was 
born 72 years ayo, 

StUll active after a life devoted 
to outdoor sports, Mr. Pereira Is 
a widower whose three sons are 
making thelr own way in China, 
Hong Kong and the Philippines. 
His one regret is that none of 
them has yet given him a grand- 
son, 

Mr. Pereira worships at the 
shrine of Lady Luck because 
ence she smiled on him in a gen- 
crous way. He fs one of the few 
people who actually won first 
prize in a Champions sweepstake. 

He recalls the Incident tear- 
fully because, being young at 
that thme, he raced through the 
money after the fashion of un- 
thinking spendthrifts. 
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. “You can Imagine how I felt," 
he says, “when somebody wrote 
me saying that I had won §20,000. 
I was renlly more excited than 
happy. For an hour or two I 
didn't know whut to do, and then 
1 decided to take a long, tong 
holiday, and I went to Japan. for 
aq year,” 

Three times successful business 
deals brought fortunes within 
his reach, and yet when he left 
Shanghal u few weeks ago Mr. 
Percira only carried — essential 
luggage and set of bowling 
woods. 

“Shanghal’s recurrent 
make paupers of us all,” 
me “That clty has o habit 
giving you a fortune and 
tnking it away again” 

But the stamp of a career of 
bustling oetivity ois stil tirmly 
Imprinted on Mr. Pereira, He 
plans to join many clubs in Macao 
and give the Macunese an exbibl- 
ton of Shanghal prowess. 

He dislikes being reminded 
that he is not ose young as he 
was “You are os old as you feel,” 
he says, “and Fo do feel fit.’ He 
bought a Uecket the wther day 
for the New Year Handicap. 

“TD suppose Til dle if | win an- 
other Urst prize, but you know 
how lucky people always believe 
that lightning strikes the same 
spot twiee.” he told me.

The Emperor of Japan once 
“thought of embracing Christlan- 
tity, laut will not do oso for some 
firme because of possible wides- 
bread repercussions 


This is the opinion of the Right 
) Reverend Michael Yasture, the 
premding - Anglican Bishop — of 
Japan, who passed through Hong 
Kong last week oon tix home 
from a tour of the Far Bast. 


Bishop Yashiro 
Japanese permitted 
Deagdas MacArthur 
tan after the war. He altended 
Yins’ sears big 9 Lambeth  Con- 
ference where he met the Arch- 
Ibishop of Canterbury and the 
'Arebbishop of York. To queries 
then about the decision of Em- 
peror Hirohite, Bishop  Yashiro 
sued that as thhular head of Japa- 
nese Shintoism, the Emperor's 
Vadoption of Christianity would 
an event oof supreme im- 
‘pertunce for the Japanese people. 


The Emperor ix aware of the 
xreat =o work being done by 
Catholic and Protestant miusion- 
aries, the Bishop suld, but will 
not act jn the near future be- 
cause his spiritual dominion of 
the gountry Is stil very consider~ 
able 

Bishop Yashiro 
Prison soon after he landed in 
the Colony where he was re- 
ceived by the Governor of the 
Gaol and permitted to talk to the 
Japanese war criminals. 

They told him that conditions 
in prison were satisfactory but 
they were short of reading ma- 
terial. 

They also asked hitn to exert 
influence so that the remainder 
of thelr terms could be spent tn 
prisons in Japan, to which he re- 
plied that he would see what he 
could do. 

Bishop Yushtro is the most dis- 
tinguished of contemporary Jap- 
anese theologians. His record of 
spiritual resistance to the Japan- 
ese militarists extends over many 
years. He led the nation in a 
Christian revival immediately 
after the surrender. 

“There Is wide opportunity for 
Christianity in Japan,” he told 
his Hong Kong colleagues. “The 
people are searching for an an- 
swer to their problems. I think 
Christianity can supply that 
answer.” :

The first Austrinn to bo granted 
British naturalisntion after the 
second world war, Dr. Harth's 
career of trial anc’ suffering js 
described by himsclf as o “chain 
of miracles.”

the personality of a man who pre- 
fers to decline an offetal invita- 
Yon to feturn to Austria because 
he feels that bis duty Is lo re- 
maln in the Far 

Spevking Bagi with = the 
barest suggestlon of an accent, 
Dr Marth told me the other day 
that 10 years age, whet he liail- 
elo in Hong Kong an a penniless 
refugee from Naz persecution, he 
knew only German 

“DP thought then that life was 
over for me, but Fate tntervened 
and | entered a new phase,” Dr. 
Hurth sated 

Before he came to the Fia East 
be proctised law do Austrian After 
the Anschluss “mysterlous 
friends” told tu leave the 
country, and paxsport was 
made available trough the ine 
tercesmon of certuin people whose 
identity escapes him to this day, 

One of Une tragedies of his life 
wus the Impossibility of hin wife's 
loining hind here, with the result 
that she died in’ a Nazi concen- 
tration camp 

Soft-spoken and sincere at all 
limes, Dr. Harth's friendliness 
Ruined him the respect oof the 
Japanese during the occuprtion, 
which he utilized to the best ad- 
vantage. He removed sacred ob- 
Jects from the Cathedral to places 
of safety when the Japanese were 
bent on destroying them, 

Under the noses of the Japan- 
ese he smuggled prayer-books to 
Interness at Stanley containing 
penyers for His Majesty the King. 
fe maintained conrtant vigil over 
the Interests of the Church of 
England In Hong Kong, and ran 
such graye risks that his life was 
In danger, 

After the war gratitudo was 
expressed in such o way that his 
application for naturalisation was 
removed from the bottom of the 
pile and placed on top. 

Dr. Harth attributes his peace 
of mind and security of career 
today to the Right Reverend 
Roland Hall, the Bishop of Hong 
Kong, whom he dee ubes a6 o 
“truly great man." 

During Cheleiia his rooms at 
the Church Guest House on 
Upper Albert Road were flll- 
ed with presents rent from 
Chinese and European friends 
In’ the Colony and abroad. 
Dr. Harth’s friendships extend 
from the highest ~ to the 
lowest, so that an . anonymous 
student also sow fit to send him 
a hand-painted drawing in crude 
watercolours, 

Two great moments of his life 
came when he visited Dr. Geoffrey 
Fisher; the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, at Lambeth Palace, and 
Lord Lindsay, the Master of 
Balliol, at Oxford. 

At the height of the war, 
when all his friends had been 
arrested and his own life was in 
danger, on old bexgar woman 
came to his back door and softly 
whlispered in His car that she was 
really the wife of a great friend 
who had undergone many risks to 
take him to free China. 

.Dr. Harth was deeply touched. 
but refused to go. He thanked 
her for what she had done, the 
great heroism she had displayed,

In his Christmas broadcast, 
the King summoned the na- 
tlon to continued effort, and 
linked recovery at Home with 
yreater tasks abroad—"“the 
playing of the full part we 
ought to play in the world.” 
An Agency message from 
London about the same time 
referred to Britain's anxious 
concern about Asin, and said 
that 1950 is regarded by Bri- 
tons us Asia’s critical vear 
This projection of the mind, 
and its hopes and fears, away 
from austerity at Home to far 
more distant horizons is at 
once a token of domestic con- 
fidence and far-ranging vision 

Let us be quite clear about 
one vatal thing as we think 
about the new year. Many 
have misunderstood the 
mighty events in Asia which 
have followed the war They 
have seen them in terms of 
abdication In the | larger 
sense they are profoundly 
wrong  Drilain has sloughed 
off certain intimate respon- 
sibilities, British magistrate, 
policeman, district officer and 
all the alien instruments of 
domestic government have 
gone from India and the Con- 
cessions in China, The parish 
and its pump have receded 
into the remote background. 

The issues now are as broad 
and deep as ever affected the 
destiny of mankind. They in- 
volve the way of life of count- 
jess millions -and nothing less 
than that. The broad conflict 
18 clear enough, though it is 
on a world scale and there- 
fore more complex than a con- 
flict in the life of any single 
nation. Jn this world conflict 
we have to show all waverers 
that our way ts the right way, 
and we have to show it by 
practical demonstration and 
results rather than by precept 
and fine sentences. It has to 
be shown not in our) own, 
jands alone but also in those} 
in Asia which have newly won 
their independence or, like 
Japan, will soon have to 
choose for themselves. These 
at least have been put on the 
right road. It remains the; 
responsibility of the West to 
help them as they move for- 
ward towards a richer and 
fuller life. 

China for the time being 
is going her own way, a hard 
way—a way “leaning to one 
side.” The inclination — is 
assuredly not permanent and 
for so great a people not en- 
tirely natural. If Britain is 
capable of standing on her 
own feet—as she will when 
her battle is ovér—so is China. 
Help was and is needed by 
both of us. We believe, and 
have always believed, in the 
truth and vitality of the mis- 
sion of the West in China. In 
most of the rest of Asia it has 
been fuifilled in fundamentals. 
In China the challenge re- 
mains, and we have to gird up 
our loins to answer it—first by

new nations of Asia and then, 
in the fullness of time, by the 
direct application of help. 
The contest has not been 
‘lost in China—far from it. It 
‘has hardly begun, and it will 
be a long and tough business.

Nothing could be more pre-

But js there not something perhaps a 
little wrong? Doesn't cold breeze occa- 
sionally. blow through that burnished 
Dutch intertor?

damental matter of nakedness 
they are in agreement among 
themselves that nudity is a 
natural oxstute and = clothing 4 
needless and annoying convention, 

Toasked many of them: How 
did you Jotn the movement, and 
why did you join? They discussed 
thelr motives freely and, without 
endorsing or rejecting them, I 
“ive thelr views, Only where the 
person interviewed = Kuve sme 
specific permission do I give his 
name; many--moat of them—pre- 
ferred to remain anonymous for 
fear of jeopardising thelr em- 
ployment or giving offence to re- 
latlves and friends who would 
not share their views. 

There are, roughly, two means 
by which converts are drawn into 
the movement—through reading’ 
one of the numerous pertodicals 
which describe nudism and give 
the location of nudist camps, or 
through knowing somebody who 
js & member already. Some clubs 
are casy to join, others are selec- 
{ive almost to the point of ex- 
clusiveness, 

Most of the nudists I questioned 
Rave one of two reasons for join- 
ing. They claimed that unlmpeded 
access to sun, air, and water was 
good for health. Others claimed a 
philosophic basis for their beliefs, 
stating that clothing is an crotic 
device responsible for much need- 
less mystery about the human 
body, 


Chief attraction 

They claimed that by discard+ 
ing clothing one of the greatest 
Incentives to promisculty and in- 
ordinate interest in sex was 
removed, and that propricty was 
easicr to maintain in a naked 
community than In a clothed onc. 

For my part, I was looking for 
facts and not for surmise, dnd 
although I did not accept this 
last contention os being beyond

The time was spent in playing 
volivy-ball, standing around in 
groups ond talking, lstening to 
relayed music, or reading.

In all other respects, except 
their nakedness (which, as they 
fully realise, is not considered a 
commonplace except by nudists), 
they were 4n ordinary, middle- 
class crowd of friendly people, 
enjoying the sort of social occo- 
sion that one expects of an an- 
nual staff outing or Sunday 
School treat. 

It ls) a@ non-commercial = con~ 
cern, and its chief attraction, 50 
for as I could sce, was that these 
people felt some sort of common 
denominator tn their nudity. The 
ordinary person, coming to such 
a gathering, would {instantly con- 
clude that most of the people 
there would look far better 
clothed: the well-formed, the 
athletic, and the young were cer- 
tainly a minority.

A similar reason was given to 
me by Mr, P. Fryer, aged 70, who 
took to nudism three ycars ago 
and now lives at Spielplatz, the 
nudist colony between St. Albans 
and Watford, In a bungalow he 
has built himself, He too had 
tuberculosis, 


“I was advised by my doctor]. 


that I had only three years to 
live. He was a nudist, and ad- 
vised me to be a nudist too, I took 
his advico, and I’m completely 
healthy once again, though I've 
been in poor health“ever since 
the first Great War. In fact, when 
a burglar broke into these 
grounds the other night, it was I 
who gave chase and caught him, 
and gave him a hiding he won't 
forget in a hurry.” 

Then there was James Ramsay, 
aged 46, on engineer, of Seymour- 
avenue, Bruce Grove, Tottenham. 
At present he {ts building his own 
bungalow at Spielplatz, where he 
tntends to spend the rest of his 
fe, "I found my brother had 
joined the movement,” he ex- 
plained, “and so I came-along to 
see what it was.
